into Toulon at Dusk yesterday, it 
was announced, after winning dom- 
ination of Mot Faro, 2,000 foot 
peak.

but front line dispatches said al- 
lied warships shelled the harbor 
defenses with a thunderous bomb' 
ardment all day yesterday.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 21. 


Chalrnvu; Connally (D-Texas) of 
the senate foreign relations com- 
mittee expressed the view today 
that the United States should ac- 
quire title to or long lease pos- 
session of "till Islands necessary 
to its future defense." 


"Military 
considerations 
should 


dictate our 
negotiations looking 


to the ratification of island out- 
posts," the Texan told reporters. 
"We should not seek possession 
for possession's sake." 


"We should pick out all those 


islands necessary to our defense." 
Connally said. 
"We should take 
all mandated islands in the Pacif- 
ic away from Japan. 
In the At- 


Intic we should prceeod to nego- 
tiate with our allies for titles or 
long term leases on any bases 
which might be necessary for the 
protection of our future security."
